After its re-introduction in 
2003, Take Pride in America® 

quickly gained support from major 
corporations, conservation groups, 
service organizations and trade 
organizations. These groups 
became our Charter Partners, which 
lead the way in promoting the goals 
and mission of Take Pride. We 
continue to recruit and welcome new 
Partners, however the designation 
as a “Charter Partner” is reserved to 
those that joined us prior to January 
1, 2005.

Each partner contributes in its own 
way, with the result bringing out a 
wide variety of service given by each 
of them. For example, partners have 
loaned boats for 

waterway cleanups, sponsored 
receptions for award winners, 
rewarded volunteers with t-shirts, 
gift certificates, food and special

State Partners
A                   bipartisan Council of Governors from all 50 states and Guam was 

formed in 2004 to encourage involvement on a state level. Chaired 
by Idaho Governor Dirk Kempthorne and Arizona Governor Janet 
Napolitano, the Council encourages state involvement in Take Pride 
projects. Through their participation, Take Pride has gained a strong 
network which will help the program become an integral part of the 
American way of life.  States are implementing their own “Take Pride” 
programs to show their support and better partner with local groups.

The Take Pride in America City program promotes 
volunteerism at the local level. Mayors of a Take 

Pride City pledge to host at least two Take Pride events 
each year, and encourage the expansion or creation of 
volunteer opportunities in the community for promoting 
stewardship of public lands. They also participate in 
the annual National Take Pride in America Awards by 
nominating outstanding local projects and volunteers.

Additional state partners include elected officials from  
the U.S. Senate and House of Representatives. Con-
gressional Members are continuing to pledge   their 
involvement for public land stewardship efforts within 
in their states and districts. They also have the oppor-
tunity to present special awards to volunteer     efforts 
hosted by organizations or individuals who they be-
lieve exemplify the goals and mission of  Take Pride.
